
US ha Ms Turkish cease-fire; Kurds must vac ate border area

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — 

The U.S. and Turkey agreed 
Thursday to a cease-fire in 
the Turks'dea d ly a tta c kson 
Kurdish fighters in northern 
Syria, requiring the Kurds 
to vacate the area in an 
arrangement that largely 
solidifies Turkey's position 
and aims in the weeklong 
conflict. The deal includes 
a conditional ha It to Ameri¬ 
can economic sanctions. 
Afte r ne g o tia tio ns w ith Tu rk- 
ish President Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan, U.S. Vice Presi¬ 
dent Mike Pence hailed 
the five-day cease-fire as 
the way to end the blood¬ 
shed caused by Turkey's in¬ 
vasion. He remained silent 
on whether it amounted to 
a second abandonment 
of America's former Kurd¬ 
ish a Hies in the fig ht a g a inst 
the Islamic State group. 
Turkish troops and Turkish- 
backed Syrian fighters 
launched their offensive 
against Kurdish forces in 
northern Syria a week ago, 
two days after President 
Donald Trump suddenly 
announced he was with¬ 
drawing the U.S. military 
from the area. Trump was 
widely criticized for turn¬ 


ing on the Kurds, who had 
taken heavy casualties 
as partners with the U.S. in 
fighting IS extremists since 
2016 . 


Turkish Foreign Minister 
Mevlut Cavusoglu said 
the United States had ac¬ 
cepted the idea of a "safe 
zone" long pushed by Tur¬ 


key, and he insisted Turkish 
armed forces will control 
the zone. He also made 
clear that Turkey will not 
stop at a previously limited 


zone; he said Turkish control 
of the Syrian side of the bor- 
dermust extend all the way 
to the Iraqi border.

The commanderof Kundish- 
led forcesin Syria, Mazloum 
Abdi, told Kundish TV, 'We 
will do whateverwe cantor 
the success of the cease¬ 
fire agreement." But one 
Kurdish official, Razan Hid- 
do, declared that Kurdish 
people would refuse to live 
underTurkish occupation. 
Trump had no reservations, 
hailing "a great day for civi¬ 
lization." 

"Everybody agreed to 
things that three days ago 
they would have never 
agreed to," he told report¬ 
ers. 'Thatincludesthe Kurds. 


The Kurds are now much 
more inclined to do what 
has to be done. Turkey is 
much more inclined to do 
what hasto be done." 
Trump seemed to endorse 
the Turkish aim of ridding 
the Syrian side of the bor¬ 
der of the Kurdish fighters 
whom Turkey deems to be 
terrorists but who fought 
against IS on behalf of the 
U.S. 'They had to have it 
cleaned out,"he said. 
Leading U.S. lawmakers 
were less pleased than 
Trump. Sen. Mitt Romney, 
the Republicans' presiden¬ 
tial nominee in 2012, said 


he welcomed the cease¬ 
fire but wanted to know 
what America's role in the 
region would be and why 
Turkey wasfacing no con- 
sequencesforitsinva sion. 
"Further, the cease-fire 
does not change the fact 
that America has aban¬ 
doned an ally," he said on 
the Senate floor. 
Itwasnotclearwhetherthe 
deal means the U.S. military 
will play a role in enabling 
orenforcing the cease-fire. 
Pence said the U.S. would 
'facilitate" the Kurds' pull¬ 
out, but he did not say if 
that would include the use 
of American troops. 

The Pentagon had no im¬ 
mediate comment. 

As Pence was speaking in 
Ankara, U.S. troops were 
continuing to board air¬ 
craft leaving northern Syr¬ 
ia. Officials said a couple 
of hundred had already 
departed, with hundreds 
more consolidated at a 
few bases waiting to move 
out. 

Sen. Undsey Graham, a 
Trump confidant who has 
criticized the president's 
pullout, said he thinks U.S. 
troops will be needed as 
part of an effort to imple¬ 
ment and enforce a halt 
to the fighting. 'There's just 
no way around it," he said. 
"We need to maintain con¬ 
trol of the skies" and work 
with the Kurds. 

While the cease-fire 
seemed likely to temporar¬ 
ily slow legislation in Con¬ 
gress aimed at punishing 
Turkey and condemning 
Trump's U.S. troop with¬ 
drawal, lawmakers gave 
no sign of completely drop¬ 
ping the measures 
Shortly before the an¬ 
nouncement of the pause 
in hostilities, Graham and 
Sen. Chris Van Hollen, 
D-Md., introduced legisla¬ 
tion that would barU.S. mili¬ 
tary aid to Turkey, seek to 
curb foreign arms sales to 
Ankara and impose sanc¬ 
tions on top Turkish officials 
unless Turkey withdraws 
its forces Those sanctions 
would include a report on 
Erdogan'sfamily assets 
In contrast with Pence's 
description of a limited 
safe zone, the agreement 
would effectively create a 
zone of control patrolled 
by the Turkish military that 
Ankara wants to stretch 
for the entire border from 
the Euphrates River to the 


Iraqi border, though the 
agreement did not define 
the extent of the zone. Turk¬ 
ish forces currently control 
about a quarter of that 
length, captured in the 
past nine days. 

The rest is held by the Kurd- 
ish-led forces or by the Syr¬ 
ian government military, 
backed by Russia, which 
the Kurds invited to move 
in to shield them from the 
Turks None of those parties 
hasmuch reason to let Turk¬ 
ish forces into the areas 
Ankara haslong argued the 
Kurdish fighters are nothing 
more than an extension of 
the Ku rd ista n Wo rke rs Pa rty, 
orPKK, which haswaged a 
guerrilla campaign inside 
Turkey since the 1980s and 
which Turkey, as well asthe 
U.S. and European Union, 
designate as a terrorist or¬ 
ganization. 

In fact, Turkey's foreign 
minister rejected the term 
"cease-fire," saying that 
would be possible only with 
a legitimate second party. 
He suggested a "pause" in 
fighting instead. 

Pence and Secretary of 
State Mike Pompeo, who 
took part in the negotia¬ 
tions, lauded the deal. A 
senior administration of¬ 
ficial said the American 
team sensed a break¬ 
through, after listening to 
Erdogan repeatedly reject 
a ceasefire, when the Turk¬ 
ish president finally asked 
how long it would take to 
get the Kurdish fighters out 
of the so-called safe zone. 
The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
to describe internal delib¬ 
erations, said the U.S. was 
in touch with the Kurds 
throughout the negotia¬ 
tions, including about the 
speed of the withdrawal 
and the need fora halt in 
Kurdish long-range artillery 
fire into Turkey. 

But the agreement es¬ 
sentially gives the Turks 
what they had sought to 
achieve with their military 
operation in the first place. 
Afterthe Kurdish forces a re 
cleared from the safe zone, 
Turkey has committed to a 
permanent cease-fire but is 
underno obligation to with¬ 
draw its troops. In addition, 
the deal gives Turkey relief 
from sanctions the admin¬ 
istration had imposed and 
threatened to increase, 
meaning there will be no 
penalty forthe operation. 


Brett McGurk, the former 
civilian head of the admin¬ 
istration's U.S.-led counter-IS 
campaign, wrote on Twitter 
that Thursday's deal was a 
gift to the Turks. 

'The US just ratified Turkey's 
plan to effectively extend 
its border 30km into Syria 
with no ability to meaning¬ 
fully influence facts on the 
ground," he wrote, adding 
that the arrangement was 
"no n-im p le me nta b le." 
Danielle Pletka, vice presi¬ 
dent for foreign and de¬ 
fense policy studies at the 
American Enterprise Insti¬ 
tute, tweeted, 'This is a re¬ 
spite while we surrender 
to Turkish domination of 
Northeast Syria." 

Erdogan had stated on 
Wednesday that he would 
be undeterred by U.S. 
sanctions. He said the fight¬ 
ing would end only if Kurd¬ 
ish fighters abandoned 
their weapons and retreat¬ 
ed from positions near the 
Turkish border. 

Before the talks, the Kurds 
indicated they would ob¬ 
ject to any agreement 
along the linesof what was 
announced by Pence. But 
Pence maintained that the 
U.S. had obtained "repeat¬ 
ed assurances from them 
that they'll be moving out." 
Trump's withdrawal of U.S. 
troops has been widely 
condemned, including by 
Republican officials not 
directly associated with 
his administration. Repub¬ 
licans and Democrats in 
the House, bitterly divided 
over the Trump impeach¬ 
ment inquiry, banded to¬ 
gether Wednesday for an 
overwhelming 354-60 de¬ 
nunciation of the U.S. troop 
withdrawal. 

Trump has denied that his 
action provided a "green 
light" for Turkey to move 
against the longtime U.S. 
battlefield partners or that 
he was opening the way 
fora revival of the Islamic 
State group, new Russian 
influence in the region 
and increased worldwide 
doubts about U.S. faithful¬ 
ness to its a Hies. 

The White House released 
a letter on Wednesday in 
which Trump warned Er¬ 
dogan that the sanctions 
could destroy his economy 
and thatthe world "will look 
upon you forever as the 
devil if good things don't 
happen. Don't be a tough 
guy. Don't be a fooli'O

Shane of Americans with no neligious affiliation growing

The portion of Americans 
with no religious affiliation 
is rising significantly, in tan¬ 
dem with a sharp drop in 
the percentage that identi- 
fiesasChristians, according 
to new data from the Pew 
Research Center. 

Based on telephone sur¬ 
veys conducted in 2018 
and 2019, Pew said "Thurs¬ 
day that 65% of American 
adults now describe them¬ 
selves as Christian, down 
from 77% in 2009. Mean¬ 
while, the portion that de¬ 
scribes their religious iden¬ 
tity as atheist, agnostic or 
"nothing in particular," now 
stands at 26% up from 17% 
in 2009. 

Both Protestant and Roman 
Catholic ranks are losing 
population share, accord¬ 
ing to Pew. It said 43% of 
U.S. adults identify as Prot¬ 
estants, down from 51% in 
2009, while 20% a re Catho¬ 
lic, down from 23%in 2009. 
Pew says all categories of 


the religiously unaffiliated 
population - often referred 
to as the "nones" grew in 
magnitude. Self-described 
atheists now account for 
4% of U.S. adults, up from 
2% in 2009; agnostics ac¬ 
count for 5% up from 3% a 
decade ago; and 17% of 
Americans now describe 
their religion as "nothing in 
particular," up from 12% in 
2009. 

The reportcomesata chal¬ 
lenging time for many ma¬ 
jor denominations in the 
U.S. The two largest — the 
Catholic church and the 
Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion — are beset by clergy 
sex-abuse scandals The 
United Methodist Church, 
the largest mainline Prates 
tant denomination, faces 
a possible split over differ¬ 
ences on the inclusion of 
LG BTC? people. 

The Pew report found a 
steady decline in the rates 
of attendance at religious 
services 

Over the last decade, the 


share of Americans who 
say they attend religious 
services at least once or 
twice a month dropped by 
7 percentage points, while 
the share who say they at¬ 
tend religious services less 
often — if at all — rose by 
the same degree. 

In 2009, regular attenders 
— those who attend reli¬ 
gious services at least once 
a month — outnumbered 
those who attend services 
only occasionally or not at 
a II by a 52%-to-47% ma rg in. 
Now, more Americans say 
they attend religious servic¬ 
es a few times a year or less 
(54 that say they attend at 
least monthly (45%). 

Pew's data showed a wide 
age gap in terms of reli¬ 
gion affiliation — three- 
quarters of baby boomers 
described themselves as 
Christian, compared to 49% 
of millennia Is 

The trends documented by 
Pew have been reflected 
in other recent develop¬ 
ments. 


In May, the Southern Bap¬ 
tist Convention reported 
its twelfth year of declining 
membership.The SBC said it 
had 14.8 million members in 
2018, down about 192,000 
from the previous year. 

In J une, the annual Giving 
USA report—a comprehen¬ 
sive overview of Americans' 
charitable giving patterns 
— said giving to religious in¬ 
stitutions had been lagging 
behind other philanthropic 
sectors for several years 


Rea so ns included declining 
attendance at worship ser¬ 
vices and a rising number 
of Americans not affiliated 
with any religion. 

Empty Tomb, a Christian or¬ 
ganization based in Cham¬ 
paign, Illinois, that research¬ 
es religious giving, says the 
decline is longstanding. 
According to its research, 
Americans gave about 3% 
of their disposable income 
to churches in 1968, and

BALTIMORE (AP) — Mary¬ 
land Rep. Elijah E. Cum¬ 
mings, a sharecropper's 
son who rose to become 
a civil rights champ ion and 
the chairman of one of 
the U.S. House committees 
leading an impeachment 
inquiry of President Donald 
Trump, died Thursday of 
complications from long¬ 
standing health problems. 
He was68. 

Cummings was a formida¬ 
ble oratorwho advocated 
for the poor in his black- 
majority district, which en¬ 
compasses a large portion 
of Baltimore and more well- 
to-do suburbs 
As chairman of the House 
Oversight and Reform 
Committee, Cummings 
led investigations of the 
president's government 
dealings, including probes 
in 2019 relating to Trump's 
family members serving in 
the White House. 

Trump criticized the Demo¬ 
crat's district as a "rodent- 
infested mess" where "no 
human being would want 
to live." The comments 
came weeks after Trump 


drew bipartisan condem¬ 
nation following his calls 
for Democratic congress- 
women of colorto go back 
to their "broken and crime- 
infested countries." 
Cummings replied that 
government officials must 
stop making "hateful, in¬ 
cendiary comments" that 
distract the nation from its 


real problems, including 
mass shootings and white 
supremacy. 

"Those in the highest levels 
of the government must 
stop invoking fear, using 
racist language and en¬ 
couraging reprehensible 
behavior," Cummings said. 
On Thursday, Trump or¬ 
dered flags at the White 


House, military bases and 
other federal buildings 
to be flown at half-staff 
through Friday to honor 
Cummings. He also tweet¬ 
ed his "condolences to the 
family and many friends of 
Congressman Elijah Cum¬ 
mings. I got to see firsthand 
the strength, passion and 
wisdom of this highly re¬ 
spected political leader." 
The tweet made no refer¬ 
ence to past feuds. 

Former President Barack 
Obama, whose 2008 presi¬ 
dential bid counted Cum¬ 
mings as an early support¬ 
er, said he and his wife, Mi¬ 
chelle, were "heartbroken" 
by the loss of their friend. 
"As Chairman of the House 
Oversight Committee, he 
showed us all not only the 
importance of checks 
and balances within our 
democracy, but also the 
necessity of good people 
stewarding it,"Obama said 
in a statement, describing 
Cummings as "steely yet 
compassionate, principled 
yet open to new perspec¬ 
tives" In a joint statement, 
former President Bill Clinton 
and his wife, former Secre¬ 
tary of State Hillary Clinton, 
also praised Cummings' 
leadership of the commit¬ 
tee "in finding facts, expos¬ 
ing fictions, and demand¬ 
ing that our government 
be accountable." 
Congressman and civil 
rights leader John Lewis 


said that with Cummings' 
death, Americans "have 
losta greatleaderata time 
of crisis in ourdemocracy." 
'When this nation needed 
him most, he became a 
moral voice 'crying in the 
wilderness,' and his words 
and actionscalled a reluc¬ 
tant nation to conscience," 
the Georgia Democratsaid 
in a statement. 
Cummings'careerspanned 
decades in Maryland poli¬ 
tics He rose through the 
ranks of the Maryland 
House of Delegates be¬ 
fore winning his congres¬ 
sional seat in a 1996 special 
election to replace Kweisi 
Mfume, who left to lead 
the NAAC P. 

By 2016, Cummings was 
the senior Democrat on 
the House Benghazi Com¬ 
mittee, which he said 
was "nothing more than a 
taxpayer-funded effort to 
bring harm to Hillary Clin- 
ton'scampaign." 
Throughout his career, 
Cummings used his fiery 
voice to highlight the strug- 
glesand needsof inner-city 
residents He believed in 
much-debated approach¬ 
es to help the poor and 
addicted, such as needle 
exchange programs to re¬ 
duce the spread of AIDS. 

A key figure in the Trump 
impeachment inquiry 
Cummings had hoped to 
return to Congress within 
abouta weekaftera med¬ 
ical procedure for which 
he didn't offer details. He'd 
previously been treated for 
heart and knee issues 
Cummings' committee, au¬ 
thorized to investigate virtu¬ 
ally any part of the federal 
government, isone ofthree 
conducting the House 
impeachment probe of 
Trump. Cummings was 
among the three chairmen 
to sign a letterseeking doc¬ 
uments into whetherTrump 
pressured Ukraine to inves¬ 
tigate the family of Demo¬ 
cratic presidential rival 
Joe Biden, the former vice 
president. The committees 
have issued subpoenas of 
witnesses after the Trump 
administration's refusal to 
cooperate with the im¬ 
peachment probe and 
have jointly been meet¬ 
ing behind closed doors to 
heartestimony.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — New 

York City lawmakers voted 
Thursday to close the noto¬ 
rious Rikens Island jail com¬ 
plex, which has become 
synonymous with violence 
and neglect, and replace 
it with four smaller jails in¬ 
tended to be more modem 
and humane. 

The City Council voted 36- 
13 to replace the complex 
with four smaller jails locat¬ 
ed closer to the city's main 
courthouses in Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, the Bronx and 
Queens 

Rikens is scheduled to shut¬ 
ter by 2026, ending a de- 
cadeslong run as one of 
the world's largest jails. 
"Rikens island is a symbol 
of brutality and inhuman¬ 
ity and it is time for us to 
once and for all close Rik- 
ersIsland,"said City Council 
Speaker Corey Johnson, a 
Democrat who shepherd¬ 
ed the plan through the 
Council. "Asa city we must 
do everything we can to 
move away from the failed 
policies of mass incarcera¬ 
tion." 

Mayor Bill de Blasio and 
other Democrats support 
the plan, which hasa price 
tag of more than $8 billion, 
in part because of a be¬ 
lief thatin an age of fa Ming 
crime rates, huge jails are 
part of the public safety 
problem rather than part 
of the solution.'This is one 
of those moments where a 
cycle gets broken. There's 
been a cycle of incarcera¬ 
tion," de Blasio said at a 
news conference after the 
vote. He added, "It ends 
now. That cycle ends now." 
Members of the Council 
spoke in emotional terms 
about the significance of 
closing Rikens. Councilman 
Daniel Dromm invoked the 
names of former inmates 
who have died including 
Kalief Browder , who took 
his own life at age 22 af¬ 
ter being held in for three 


years at Rikens, and Layleen 
Polanco , a transgender 
woman who was found 
dead in her cell at Rikens 
lastJ une. 

But some opponents of the 
plan said they don't want 
the city to build any new 
jails. 'There is nothing in 
the plan that guarantees 
closing Rikers," said Coun¬ 
cilman Carlos Menchaca, 
who voted no. "I do not 
trust this mayor. Do you?" 
The vote on the plan was 
disrupted by anti-jail ac¬ 
tivists who chanted "If you 
build it they will fill it" and 
threw flyers from the bal¬ 
cony. 

City officials say a steep 
drop in the jail popula¬ 
tion has made it feasible 
to close Rikers, a complex 
of 10 jails on an island be¬ 
tween Queens and the 
Bronx that mainly houses 
inmates awaiting trial. 

With falling crime rates, the 
numberof people incarcer¬ 
ated in the city on a daily 
basis has declined from 
a high of nearly 22,000 in 
1991 to about 7,000 today. 
City officials announced 
this week that they be¬ 
lieve they c a n shrink the ja il 
population even further by 
2026, to just 3,300 prisoners 
Backers of the jail overhaul 
say they expect the city's 
jail population will keep 
dropping because of crimi¬ 
nal justice reforms 
Several district attorneys 
in the city have said they 
are no longer prosecuting 
small-time marijuana pos¬ 
session cases. The police 
department, after ages of 
measuring officers by how 
many people they put in 
handcuffs, has slashed ar¬ 
rests for misdemeanors as 
officers have been encour¬ 
aged to write tickets for 
minor offenses, rather than 
drag people to jail. 

A new state law is set to 
eliminate cash bailformost 
misdemeanor and nonvio¬ 


lent a nests Once the law 
goes into effect in J anuary, 
far fewer poor people will 
be held in jail while await¬ 
ing tria I. 

Critics of the plan, how¬ 
ever, say fewer cells may 
mean more violent crimi¬ 
nals on city streets 
Seth Barron, project direc¬ 
tor of the NYC Initiative at 
the Manhattan Institute, 
a conservative think tank, 
questions whether the city 
can really drive incarcera¬ 
tion rates as low as they 
want without compromis¬ 
ing public safety. 

"It's not clear how they're 
going to get these num¬ 
bers and it's politically driv¬ 
en," Barron said. "It's a big 
risk because we've already 
taken all the nonviolent 
people out of Rikers" 

Barron blames the effort 
to empty the city's jails for 
the beating deaths of four 
homeless men in Manhat- 
tan'sChinatown this month. 
Randy Santos, the man 
charged with attacking 
the men as they slept, had 
been recently freed from 
jail after several a nests for 
previous, less serious at- 


tackson otherpeople. 
'What is clear is that pro¬ 
gressive social policies 
gave Santos the freedom 
to feed his addictions and 
nurture his insanity — until 
he murdered four innocent 
people," Barron wrote in 
the institute'sC ityJ oumaI. 
The plan calls for moving 
inmates to four new or ex¬ 
panded jails in each city 
borough except Staten Is¬ 


land, making it easier for 
the inmates to receive vis¬ 
its from lawyers and fam¬ 
ily members who will no 
longer have to travel to an 
island. The plan met some 
resistance from residents of 
neighborhoodssu mounding 
the jail sites City Council

CHICAGO (AP) — Striking 
teachers marched in pick¬ 
et linesoutside hundredsof 
Chicago schools on Thurs¬ 
day after their union and 
city officials failed to reach 
a contract deal in the na¬ 
tion's third-largest school 
district, canceling classes 
for more than 300,000 stu¬ 
dents for the duration of a 
walkout that seemed likely 
to head into a second day. 
The strike in the nation's 
third-la rgest school district 
came after the Chicago 
Teachers Union confirmed 
Wednesday night that its 
25,000 members would 
not return to their class¬ 
rooms. It follows months of 
negotiations between the 
union and Chicago Pub¬ 
lic Schools that failed to 
resolve disputes over pay 
and benefits, class size and 
teacher preparation time. 
Union vice president Stacy 
Davis Gates said the strike 
will continue into Friday 
as a result of the impasse, 
and the school district can¬ 
celled a second day of 
classes. 

Picketing teachers said 
Thursday the walkout was 
about getting more re¬ 
sources and smaller class 
sizes for students in the 
cash-strapped district, not 
about putting more money 
in their pockets. 

Outside Smyth Elementary, 
a predominantlyblackand 
low-income school on the 
city's near South Side, art 
teacherj ohn Houlihan said 
"we're not fighting for pay- 
checks and health care. It's 
the kids" 

"It's ridiculous to say that 
you can put these kidswho 
are dealing with profound 
poverty and profound 
homelessness in classes of 
30-40 kids," said Houlihan, 
who picketed with about 
20 other teachers and staff 
as drivers passed by, honk¬ 
ing their horns. 'That's not 
manageable and it is not 
an environment for learn¬ 
ing." 

The strike is Chicago's first 
major walkout by teachers 
since 2012. And just as that 
strike inspired unions in Los 
Angelesand other politic al¬ 
ly left-leaning cities to walk 


off the job and protest over 
issues sue h a s c la ss size a nd 
student services, unions na¬ 
tionwide are today watch¬ 
ing closely to see how par¬ 
ents respond to a walkout 
based on a "social justice" 
agenda. 

Chicago Teachers Union 
President Jesse Sharkey 
joined teachers picketing 
outside Helen Peirce In¬ 
ternational Studies school, 
where he said every kin¬ 
dergarten class has at least 
30 students He said there's 
"pent-up frustration"among 
union membersaboutcon¬ 
ditions in the schools, and 
the union wants some of 
those longstanding issues 
addressed in their next 
contract. 

Mayor Lori Lightfoot said 
she was disappointed by 
the union's decision to 
strike. 

'We are offering a historic 
package on the core issues 
— salary, staffing and class 
size,"she said. 

Lightfoot voiced frustration 
about what she sees as 
the union's lack of urgency 
to make a deal. "So, what 
we need is for the union to 
come back to the table 
to bargain in good faith, 
spend the time actually 
getting a deal done, face 
to face with us, and notoff 


to the side in a caucus," 
she said. "If there is a seri¬ 
ousness of purpose and a 
willingnesson the otherside 
we could get a deal done 
today." 

Sharkey spoke briefly af¬ 
ter early talks wrapped up 
and said it's "highly unlikely" 
a deal on all outstand¬ 
ing issues would be struck 
Thursday. Sharkey said the 
district did provide some 
written language on class 
sizes that the union was still 
reviewing. 

'We don't just want a fast 
deal," Sharkey said be¬ 
fore leading teachers on 
a march through the city's 
downtown streets "We are 
going to hold fast to a just 
deal." 

Bargainers were expected 
to return Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

Also striking are 7,000 sup¬ 
port staffers, whose union 
also failed to reach a con¬ 
tract agreement. 

But from the picket lines in 
front of schools citywide to 
Washington, D.C., home of 
the American Federation 
of Teachers, the message 
was the same: The school 
district and the mayor are 
not doing nearly enough 
to improve the lives of stu¬ 
dents. 

"Educators in Chicago 


want the same thing edu¬ 
cators who have walked 
off the job all across this 
country want," said AFT 
President Randi Weingar- 
ten in a statement. 'The 
resources to give their stu- 
dentswhatthey need." 

At Thomas Chalmers El¬ 
ementary School on the 
city's west side, about 25 
teachers cheered and 
waved in response to cars 
and trucks honking in sup¬ 
port, taking short breaks to 
replenish mugs full of hot 
coffee. 

MaggieSermont,a 32-year- 
old special education 
teacher, said Chalmers' 
teachers are concerned 
that a nurse, social worker 
and speech pathologist 
typically visit the school 
just once a week. Kids may 
see those specialty staff in 
group sessions that further 
limit their one-on-one time, 
she sa id. 

"It just feels like we're put¬ 
ting a Band-Aid over a bul¬ 
let hole,"she said. 

During the 2012 strike, the 
district kept some schools 
open for half days during 
a seven-day walkout. This 
time, all buildings are stay¬ 
ing open during school 
hours, staffed by principals 
and employees who usu¬ 
ally work in administrative 


roles. 

Breakfast and lunch will be 
served, but all after-school 
activities and school buses 
are suspended. 

Janice Jackson, the dis¬ 
trict's CEO, encouraged 
parents to send their chil¬ 
dren to the school that they 
normally attend, however 
they will be welcome in 
any district schools 
'We've put together a real¬ 
ly comprehensive plan for 
the students,"J ackson said. 
'We will ma ke sure they a re 
safe and they have a pro¬ 
ductive day." 

Sa ma ntha Willia ms, 24, 
said it's "not good" that her 
first-grade son is missing in¬ 
struction time. Willia ms said 
she understands teachers 
need more help but also 
expressed frustration and 
questioned the motives be¬ 
hind the walkout. "I think it's 
more about money. I don't 
think they had to go on 
strike." 

Butjamel Boyd, a 51-year 
old-chef, shouted her sup¬ 
port to teachers as she 
dropped off her 10-year- 
old-son and 8-year-old 
daughter at Smyth Ele¬ 
mentary and accepts the 
teachers' explanation that 
the strike has less to do with 
getting the city to spend 
money on their salaries 
than itdoesspending mon¬ 
ey on improving schools 
"I am so with you all," she 
yelled. 

She said the city needs to 
spend more money on 
schools so CPScan provide 
nurses and social work¬ 
ers, rather than investing in 
other projects, such as the 
city's lake front. 

"Kids are coming with all 
kinds of problems, anxiety, 
homelessness and these 
teachers need help, class¬ 
room support," said Boyd, 
who told of the day herson 
was rushed to a hospital by 
ambulance because there 
was no nurse at the school 
that day who she believes 
would have quickly rec¬ 
ognized that the asthma 
attack staffers thought her 
son was having was actu¬ 
ally a panic attack. 'They 
need to stop beautifying 
Lake Shore Drive and do 
something for these peo¬ 
ple. Lake Shore Drive is

NEW YORK (AP) — The gov¬ 
ernors from several North¬ 
eastern statessaid Thursday 
they want to work together 
to regulate marijuana and 
vaping, including possible 
regional restrictions on fla¬ 
vored vaping products. 
Democratic governors 
from New York, Connecti- 
cut, New J ersey a nd Penn- 
sylvania met in New York 
City with health and legis¬ 
lative officials. Representa¬ 
tives from Massachusetts 
and Colorado were also on 
hand forthe meeting. 
'What we want to do is co¬ 
ordinate this on a regional 
basis," said Connecticut 
Gov. Ned Lamont, noting 
how the "patchwork quilt 
of marijuana regulations 
makes no sense at all." He 
said the group came up 
with "very preliminary" prin¬ 
ciples concerning how to 
regulate legalized, recre¬ 
ational marijuana, such as 
agreeing to have similar 
policies for THC content, 
edibles, advertising and 
taxation in order to dis¬ 
suade people from turning 
to the illic it ma rket. 

Lamont said "different 
states are going to have 
different timeframes" to 
pass marijuana legislation 
and he didn't foresee ev¬ 
eryone enacting the exact 
same law atthe same time. 
He said more work needs 
to be done and staff from 
the participating states will 
continue working together 
on the issue. Several of the 
governors unsuccessfully 
pushed fortheirstatesto al¬ 
low recreational pot sales 
in the last year. 

'We just want to make 
sure we go in with our eyes 
open and we're consis¬ 
tent," Lamont said. 

On vaping, Lamont said 
there appeared to be 'the 
most unity" among the offi¬ 
cials on possibly outlawing 
flavored e-cigarettes next 
year, given their appeal 
to young people and the 
growing numberofvaping- 
related lung illnesses and 
deaths a cross the country. 

"I think you'll see some una¬ 
nimity on that at the start," 


he said. 

Earlier this month, a state 
appeals court temporarily 
blocked New York from en¬ 
forcing Gov. Andrew Cuo- 
mo's 90-day emergency 
ban on such productsafter 
the vaping industry sued 
to block the regulations. 
In Massachusetts, Repub¬ 
lican Gov. Charlie Baker 
last month announced a 
statewide ban on the sale 
ofvaping products,a mea¬ 
sure that has been chal¬ 
lenged in court. 

Meanwhile, a new law just 
took effect in Connecticut 
that increased the age 
to 21 for someone to pur¬ 
chase vaping products.

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UK, EU reach Brexit deal, with Ra Mia merit as next huidle

BRUSSELS (AP) — British 
Prime Minister Boris John¬ 
son's career of disdain for 
the European Union was a 
thing of the past on Thurs¬ 
day as he and the bloc's 
leaders celebrated their 
tentative Brexit deal. He 
now faces an opponent 
closer to home: his own 
Parliament. 

With the ink barely dry on 
the proposal and Johnson 
still happily backslapping 
EU leaders at a summit in 
Brussels, a chorus of Brit¬ 
ish party leaders said they 
would vote against the 
deal. Crucially, the North¬ 
ern Irish party that supports 
Johnson's minority govern¬ 
ment said it would not sup¬ 
port the deal, leaving the 
prime minister uncertain of 
getting the votes he needs 
to ratify it. 

After an intense week of 
technical talks and with 
only two weeks to go un¬ 
til Britain's scheduled de¬ 
parture on Oct. 31, Euro¬ 
pean Commission Presi¬ 
dent J ean-C la ude J uncker 
broke the tension with a 


tweet "Thursday morning: 
'We have one! It's a fair 
and balanced agreement 
for the EU and the UK and 
it is testament to our com¬ 
mitment." 

Johnson tweeted that 
the two sides had struck 
a "great new deal" and 
urged U.K. lawmakers to 
back it in a special ses¬ 


sion being held Saturday 
— the first time since the 
1982 FalklandsWarthatthe 
House of Commons hassat 
on a weekend. 

European leaders unani¬ 
mously endorsed the ten¬ 
tative deal on "Thursday, 
formally sending it to the 
British Parliament. 

But Johnson will face a 
struggle to get his deal ap¬ 
proved. All the majoroppo- 
sition parties condemned 
the agreement, and John¬ 
son's key Northern Irish ally 
also said its lawmakers 
would oppose it. 

Labour Party leader Jer¬ 
emy Corbyn, Scottish First 
Minister Nicola Sturgeon 
and Brexit party leader Ni¬ 
gel Farage all announced 
they could not back the 
deal. 

"It seems the prime min¬ 
ister has negotiated an 
even worse deal than 
"Theresa May's, which was 
overwhelmingly rejected," 
Corbyn said, referring to 
J ohnson'spredecessorwho 
failed to get her agree¬ 
ment through Parliament. 
Many opposition lawmak¬ 
ers want to oppose the 
deal and then seek to de¬ 
lay Brexit while new terms 
are negotiated. 

But J uncker ruled out any 
new postponement, leav¬ 
ing British lawmakers with 
a simple choice: deal, no 
deal or revoke Brexit. 

"If we have a deal, we 


have a deal, and there is 
no need for a prolonga¬ 
tion," he said. 

"The ultimate decision on 
any extension though does 
not rest with J uncker. It's a 
decision for the other 27 EU 
countries. 

Johnson's 10 Downing 
Street office put it even 
more succinctly with the 
mantra: "New deal, no deal 
but no delay." 

EU Brexit negotiator Mi¬ 
chel Bamier said Johnson 
'told President J uncker this 
morning that he believed 
he wasable to getthe deal 
approved" in Parliament, 
adding that Johnson said 
he was "confident about 
his capacity to convince a 
majority." 

Johnson began his career 
asa Brussels-based journal¬ 
ist spinning exaggerated 
ta les of EU excess for British 
readers, and asa politician 
helped lead the campaign 
to take Britain out of the EU, 
but that acrimony was no¬ 
where in sight on "Thursday. 
Instead, relief was pal¬ 
pable in Brussels as lead¬ 
ers happily mingled in the 
summit room of Brussels' 
Europa building, which has 
all too often been ground 
zero for European crises 
Johnson cheerily saluted 
French President Emmanu¬ 
el Macron, who responded 
with the heartiest of hand¬ 
shakes. 

"The jubilation soon turned 


bittersweet, with EU leaders 
bemoaning the impend¬ 
ing loss of a major member 
state — a military, eco¬ 
nomic and diplomatic jug¬ 
gernaut that had joined 46 
years a go. 

At the same time, they 
were clearly delighted to 
end the ugly recriminations 
and insults of months of 
Brexit bickering. 

"I'm satisfied that we were 
able to find a deal, but I'm 
sad a bout the factthat Brit¬ 
ain is leaving the European 
Union,"J unckersaid. 

"The pound hit a five-month 
high against the U.S. dollar 
on news of a Brexit deal, 
then sank back as traders 
heard Johnson's Northern 
Irish a Hies were still unhappy 
with the way the deal han- 
dlesthe borderbetween EU 
member state Ireland and 
Northern Ireland, which is 
part of the U.K. — long one 
of the thorniest issuesof a ny 
exit. 

"The new deal is broadly 
similar to the 585-page 
withdrawal agreement 
that May hammered out, 
with the only major chang¬ 
es on the Irish border issue. 
"The agreement must also 
still be formally approved 
by the bloc and ratified by 
the European Parliament. 
Thatcould happen aseariy 
asnext week when it meets 
in Strasbourg. 

While British leaders kept 
their legislators at arms' 
length during the talks, EU 
negotiator Bamier has kept 
the EU parliament fully in¬ 
volved and the final ap¬ 
proval is expected to be 
little more that a rubber 
stamp. 

"The deal agreed "Thurs¬ 
day will be legally bind¬ 
ing if approved — but it 
doesn't cover the all nitty 
gritty of future relations 
between the U.K. and the 
EU. It merely lays out the 
terms for withdrawal, while 
leaving the details of trade 
and other issues to future 
negotiations. "The only is¬

London c ommuteis sc uffle with c limate activists

LONDON (AP) — Angry 
commuters scuffled with cli¬ 
mate activistswho climbed 
onto the roofs of trains early 
Thursday, snarling services 
in the busy morning rush 
hours in the British capital. 
Londoners have largely tol¬ 
erated a series of peace¬ 
ful protests in recent days 
by the Extinction Rebellion 
group, but interfering with 
workers' morning commute 
appeared to be a step too 
farforsome. 

Television images showed 
at least one man reach¬ 
ing up and grabbing the 
leg of a protester on top of 
a Tube train, dragging him 


onto the platform where he 
was quickly surrounded as 
he lay on the ground. 

British Transport Police say 
they were called to three 
stations in east London ear¬ 
ly Thursday after protesters 
climbed onto the roofs of 
trains or glued themselves 
to the carriages 
Robin Board man, a spokes¬ 
man forthe protesters, said 
that if such action is neces¬ 
sary to make the govern¬ 
ment take notice of their 
climate change demands, 
'then this is what we must 
do." 

"None of us want to incon¬ 
venience ordinary people," 
he said. 'That's why we're 
doing this in the morning 


when it will impact busi¬ 
ness as usual, and not in 
the evening, when people 
want to get home to be 
with their loved ones" 
Police arrested a total of 
eight people and urged 
protesters not to target 
London's underground rail 
network. 

London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
condemned the protesters. 
'This illegal action is ex¬ 
tremely dangerous, coun¬ 
terproductive and is caus¬ 
ing unacceptable disrup¬ 
tion to Londoners who use 
public transport to get to 
work,"he said.

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 

Afghan civilians are dying 
in record numbers in the 
country's increasingly bru¬ 
tal war, noting that more 
civilians died in July than 
in any previous one-month 
period since the U.N. be¬ 
gan keeping statistics, ac¬ 
cording to a U.N. report re¬ 
leased Thursday. 

The report a Iso said that for 
the first time this yea r insur¬ 
gents were responsible for 
more casualties than U.S. 
and pro-government forc¬ 
es. 

Tadamichi Yamamoto, the 
U.N. secretary-general's 
special representative for 
Afghanistan, said neither 
side is doing enough to 
protect civilians. 

The report said 2,563 civil¬ 
ians were killed and 5,676 
were wounded in the first 
nine months of this year. In¬ 
surgents were responsible 
for 62 percent. J uly to Sep¬ 
tember were the deadliest 
months so farthisyear. 
"Civilian casualties at re¬ 
cord-high levels clearly 
show the need for all par¬ 
ties concerned to pay 
much more attention to 
protecting the civilian pop¬ 
ulation, including through a 


review of conduct during 
combat operations," said 
Yamamoto. 

'Civilian casualties are to¬ 
tally unacceptable, espe¬ 
cially in the context of the 
widespread recognition 
that there can be no mili¬ 
tary solution to the conflict 
in Afghanistan" he added. 
The U.N. report said that 


pro-government forces 
caused 2,348 civilian casu¬ 
alties, including 1,149 killed 
and 1,199 wounded, a 26% 
increase from the same pe¬ 
riod in 2018. 

Besides detailing civilian 
casualtiesand theircauses, 
U.N.'s latest report indicates 
that 41% of all civilian casu¬ 
alties in Afghanistan were 


women and children. In the 
first nine months this year, 
a total of 261 women and 
631 children were killed. 
'The impact of Afghani¬ 
stan's conflict on civilians 
is appalling; every verified 
number is a person, some¬ 
one's relative - mother, 
father, daughter, son," 
said Fiona Frazer, the U.N. 


Assistance Mission in Af¬ 
ghanistan's Human Rights 
Chief. 'The United Nations 
will continue its advocacy 
work with all parties to the 
conflict until Afghanistan 
reaches the only accept¬ 
able number of civilians 
killed and injured in the 
conflict: zero." 

Efforts have been stepped 
up to restart talks to end Af- 
g ha nista n's 18-yea r wa r. 
Earlier this month, U.S. 
peace envoy Slmay 
Khalilzad visited Pakistan, 
where he met with the Tal¬ 
iban's top negotiator, Mul¬ 
lah Abdul Ghani Baradar, 
a co-founder of the hard¬ 
line Ta liba n movement a nd 
head of a Taliban delega¬ 
tion to the Pakistani capital.

Iraqi blogger outspoken 
aboutcountiy's 
conuption detained 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Masked 
security agents stormed 
the apartment of a promi¬ 
nent Iraqi blogger in Bagh¬ 
dad early Thursday and 
detained him, apparently 
over his coverage of anti- 
government protests, a 
memberof his family said. 
For about a week starting 
Oct. 1, Iraq witnessed pro¬ 
tests by young Iraqis de¬ 
manding jobs, electricity 
and clean water — and an 
end to corruption. Secu¬ 
rity forces retaliated with 
live fire, killing more than 
100 people and wounding 
thousands in protests that 
spread mostly in Baghdad 
and pre-dominantly Shi¬ 
ite regions in the country's 
south. 

The family member, who 
spoke on condition of ano¬ 
nymity for fear of reprisals, 


said Shujaa al-Khafaji had 
received threats from un¬ 
known people in recent 
days warning him not to 
publish posts about the 
protests. 

Al-Khafaji, 29, runs a popu¬ 
lar Facebook page called 
"Brothers Iraq" that fo¬ 
cuses on human rights 
violations. On Tuesday the 
page, which has2.1 million 
likes, posted a video that 
showed what it said were 
people setting a check¬ 
point on fire after the pro¬ 
testers had left. It blamed 
government supporters for 
the fire. 

Prominent Shiite cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr tweet¬ 
ed after the arrest that he 
is opposed to silencing 
people, adding that those 
behind it should be held 
accountable.□

Opposition protests suspend Hong Kong assembly session

HONG KONG (AP) — Hong 
Kong leader Carrie Lam 
was again forced from the 
legislative chamber be¬ 
cause of protests Thursday 
by opposition members 
following a bloody attack 
on a leader of the nearly 
5-month-old protest move¬ 
ment. 

Pro-democracy lawmakers 
shouted and waved plac¬ 
ards depicting Lam with 
bloodied hands, prompt¬ 
ing their removal by guards 
and the suspension of pro¬ 
ceedings. 

A day earlier, Lam was 
forced to abandon an an¬ 
nual policy address in the 
chamber, later delivering it 
by television. 

Disruption in the chamber 
and the attack Wednes¬ 
day night on J immy Sham 
by assailants wielding ham¬ 
mers and knives marked 
the latest dramatic turn in 
the unrest that has rocked 
the city since J une. 
Protesters and police have 
both deployed levels of 


violence unseen since the 
former British colony revert¬ 
ed to Chinese rule in 1997. 
Priorto herdeparture, Lam 
reiterated that her 'first 


priority" was ending the 
violence that has dealt 
a body blow to the local 
economy as well as Hong 
Kong's reputation asa safe, 


law-abiding center for fi¬ 
nance and business with a 
sophisticated independent 
judic ia ry. 

Lam said she was working 


with the city's 180,000 pub¬ 
lic servants and transport 
authorities to restore order, 
although that task was 
made harder by members 
of the public sympathetic 
to the cause of the "rioters," 
as she termed the hard¬ 
core protesters. 

However, she was forced 
to withdraw amid calls for 
her resignation, with pro- 
democratic legislator Clau¬ 
dia Mo shouting, 'Carrie 
Lam, you are a liar." 

The protests began in re¬ 
sponse to a now-withdrawn 
extradition bill that would 
have allowed criminal sus¬ 
pects to be sent for trial 
in Communist Party-con- 
trolled courts in mainland 
China. The movement then 
ballooned to encompass 
broad ere la mors for univer¬ 
sal suffrage, an indepen¬ 
dent inquiry of the policing 
methods used against pro¬ 
testers and other demands, 
including ending the de¬ 
scription of protesters as 
"rioters.'□ 


Landslide, building damage from Philippine quake kills 5 


DAVAO, Philippines (AP) — 

The death toll from a strong 
earthquake in the southern 
Philippines climbed to five 
people, with dozens more 
injured, officials said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The Office of Civil Defense 
said two people died and 
18 were injured in a land¬ 
slide set off by Wednesday 
night's quake in Davao del 
Sur province's Magsaysay 
town, where a child also 
was killed after a wall col¬ 
lapsed on her. 

Officials re ported two more 
deaths elsewhere, includ¬ 
ing a girl hit by a collapsed 
wall in southern Maguin- 
danao province. More 
than 50 people were in¬ 
jured in total, mostly after 
being hit by concrete walls 


and falling objects. 

The Philippine Institute of 
Volcanology and Seismol¬ 
ogy said the 6.3 magnitude 
was centered 22 kilome¬ 
ters (14 miles) southeast of 
Tulunan in North Cotabato 
province at a relatively 
shallow depth of 8 kilome¬ 
ters (5 miles). More than 
200 aftershocks have been 
recorded. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
placed the magnitude at 
6.4 quake with a depth of 
14kilometers(9 miles). Shal¬ 
low quakes tend to cause 
more damage than deep- 
erones 

Some areas lost power, in¬ 
cluding the transport hub 
of Kidapawan city. A fire 
broke out in the Gaisano 
shopping mall in General 


Santos city shortly after the 
quake, but there were no 
reports of people trapped. 
Vice Mayor J oselito Pinol 
of North Cotabato's M'lang 
town said patients were 
evacuated out of a hos¬ 
pital to ensure their safety 
during the quake. Several 
buildings were damaged, 
including Pinol's office, 
where the glass-windowed 
facade fell. 

Schools in quake-hit areas, 
including the president's 
hometown of Davao city, 
suspended classes on 
Thursday so buildings can 
be inspected for damage. 
President Rodrigo Duterte 
was in the capital, Manila, 
when the quake struck. 
Leslie Francisco, a local di¬ 
saster response officer, said 


a small college in Digoscity 
in Davao del Sur province 
had extensive damage. 

The Philippines is one of the 


world's most disaster-prone 
countries, with frequent ty¬ 
phoons, earthquakes and 
volcanic activity. □

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Venezuela wins seaton UN rights body despite opposition

Venezuela won a con¬ 
tested election for a seat 
on the U.N. Human Rights 
Council on Thursday de¬ 
spite a campaign by over 
50 organizations and many 
countries opposed to Nico¬ 
las Madura's government 
and its rights record. 

There was scattered ap¬ 
plause in the General As¬ 
sembly chamber when its 
president announced the 
results of the voting fortwo 
Latin American seats Brazil 
topped the ballot with 153 
votes followed by Venezu¬ 
ela with 105 votes and late 
entry Costa Rica with 96 
votes. 

The 193-member world 
body elected 14 members 
to the 47-member Human 
Rights Council for three- 
year terms starting Jan. 1. 
Under its rales, seats are 
allocated to regions to en¬ 
sure geographical repre¬ 
sentation. 

In other contested races, 
Iraq lost out in the Asian 
group contestforfourseats 


to Japan, South Korea, In¬ 
donesia and the Marshall 
Islands, and Moldova lost 
in the Eastern Europe group 
race fortwo seats to Arme¬ 
nia and Poland. 

Africa had four countries 
on the ballot —Benin, Lib¬ 


ya, Mauritania and Sudan 
— for four seats. But when 
General Assembly Presi¬ 
dent Tijjani Muhammad- 
Bande announced the 
results the winners were 
Namibia, Libya, Mauritania 
and Sudan, with Benin get¬ 


ting just one vote. 

There was no competition 
for the two Western group 
seats and Germany and 
the Netherlands were over¬ 
whelmingly elected.

abuses and has special 
monitors watching certain 
countries and issues It a Iso 
periodically reviews human 
rights in every U.N. member 
country. 

Created in 2006to replace 
a commission discredited 
because ofsome members' 
sorry rights re cords, the new 
council soon came to face 
similar critic ism. 

The United States left the 
council partly because it 
saw the group as a forum 
for hypocrisy about human 
rights, though also because 
Washington says the coun¬ 
cil is anti-Israel. 

Venezuela's Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Tarek William Saab 
called the vote "an impor¬ 
tant achievement" for his 
country. 

Israel's U.N. Ambassador 
Danny Da non said in a 
statement immediately af¬ 
ter Thursday's results were 
announced that: 'The Hu¬ 
man Rights Council con¬ 
tinues to abandon human 
rights and is now in the busi¬ 
ness of protecting dictators

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mex¬ 
ico's president on Thursday 
celebrated the resignation 
of the head of the country's 
oil workers union, who ruled 
the organization for nearly 
three decades with an iron 
fist before quitting following 
repeated scandalsoveral- 
leged corruption. 

Carlos Romero Deschamps 
issued a public letter de¬ 
fending his 26-yea r-lead- 
ership of the Union of Oil 
Workers of the Mexican 
Republic, but did not spe¬ 
cifically address the matter 
oftwo complaintsunderin- 
vestigation by the Attorney 
General's Office related to 
alleged operations with il- 
licit resources. 

President Andres Manuel 
LopezObradorsaid Rome¬ 
ro Deschamps' departure 
marks 'the beginning of a 
new stage" and called for 
free and democratic union 
governance with 'transpar¬ 
ency in the management 
of fundsfrom workerdues" 
"In truth I celebrate what 


happened yesterday," 
Lopez Obrador said, add¬ 
ing thatcorraption must not 
be allowed. He has made 
rooting out corruption a 


core policy of his adminis¬ 
tration. 

Romero Deschamps is also 
a senator for the Institu¬ 
tional Revolutionary Party, 


which monopolized Mexi¬ 
can politics for 71 years 
until its loss in the historic 
2000 election. He was not 
elected directly but rather 


named to the Senate un¬ 
der a system allotting some 
seats to parties according 
to their percentage of the 
vote. 

Suspicions of influence¬ 
peddling have long sur¬ 
rounded Romero Des¬ 
champs, with he and fam¬ 
ily members displaying a 
lavish lifestyle of luxurious 
goods, vehicles, trips and 
properties A 2013 Forbes 
article named him one of 
Mexico's 10 most corrupt. 

"It cannot be that union 
leaders live pampered 
lives, heaped with privileg¬ 
es, with very wealthy resi¬ 
dences," Lopez Obrador 
said. 'That is immoral. How 
can a leaderof workers be 
a magnate at the same 
time? Where does that 
money come from?" 

In 2002, under then-Presi- 
dentVicente Foxofthe Na¬ 
tional Action Party, investi¬ 
gators looked into charges 
of money laundering and 
embezzlement of over $11 
million by Pemex officials

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Vizards 
sign Beal 
tD 2-year, 
$72 million 
extension

Bradley Beal signed a two- 
year extension worth near¬ 
ly $72 million with Washing¬ 
ton on Thursday, a major 
victory for the Wizard sand 
a move that will keep the 
All-Star guard out of free 
agency for at least the 
next three summers. 

Beal still had two years left 
on his existing contract. 
The extension kicks in for 
the 2021-22 season, has a 
player option for the fol¬ 
lowing year and means 
that Beal won't be part of 
what has been shaping up 
to be an NBA free-agent 
extravaganza in the sum- 
merof 2021. 

"It's a blessing, man — for 
one, that they even con¬ 
sider me a franchise play¬ 
er, a piece of thisonganiza- 
tion in itself," Beal said at a 
news conference in Wash¬ 
ington. "And I was prideful 
of that. You don't get that 
type of love and respect 
and responsibility from 
anywhere." 

The Wizards were will¬ 
ing to give Beal a three- 
year extension that would 
have been worth about 
$111 million. Beal went 
the two-year route and 
that protects his future op¬ 
tions — he could opt out 
of the deal in the summer 
of 2022, coinciding with his 
10th year in the league. 
The 10-year milestone is 
significant: By having that 
many yea rsof service, Beal 
would be eligible to sign a 
new deal worth in excess 
of $250 million over the 
next five seasons. “You ask 
yourself a lot of questions 
during free agency: Why 
do people leave? Why do 
they go otherplaces?"

Arkansas track plans to end greyhound racing by end of2022 


UTILE ROCK, Aik. (AP) — 

An east Arkansas track 
agreed Thursday to phase 
out greyhound racing over 
the next three years, citing 
a decline in dog racing na¬ 
tionally and fears that the 
state's voters would ap¬ 
prove ending the practice. 
The Arkansas Racing Com¬ 
mission unanimously ap¬ 
proved a plan by South¬ 
land Casino Racing to 
end greyhound racing at 
the West Memphis track 
by Dec. 31, 2022. South¬ 
land said it had reached 
an agreement with the 
Arkansas Greyhound Ken¬ 
nel Association, which has 
16 members who own and 
operate kennels of grey¬ 
hounds that race at the 


track. 

'We want to avoid a dis¬ 
ruptive and abrupt end to 
live racing to the benefit 
of all parties, including ev¬ 
eryone who has a job at 
stake," Robert Thome, pres¬ 
ident ofthe ArkansasGrey- 
hound Kennel Association, 
said in a statement. 
Southland, the state's only 
greyhound track, has con¬ 
ducted greyhound races 
in West Memphis since 
1956. Under the plan, 
Southland would still offer 
casino gambling under a 
constitutional amendment 
voters approved last year. 
Southland in January an¬ 
nounced it was building a 
$250 million casino com¬ 
plex and high-rise hotel at 


its facility. 

Southland's request not¬ 
ed that Florida voters last 
year approved an end 
to greyhound racing in in 
that state by 2021 and that 
greyhound racing current¬ 
ly exists in only six states. 
'There are threats of a 
similar campaign to end 
greyhound racing in Ar¬ 
kansas through an initi¬ 
ated amendment to the 
Arkansas Constitution," 
the track's proposal said. 
"If the question of ending 
live greyhound racing in 
Arkansas is put before the 
voters, there isa significant 
possibility that it would be 
approved." 

The phase-out at South¬ 
land will begin next year, 


with the track going from 
6,656 races this year to 
4,992 nextyearand reduc¬ 
ing each year after that. 
David Wolf, Southland's 
president and general 
manager, said the phase¬ 
out will provide enough 
time for about 1,200 grey¬ 
hounds that race at the 
trackto be adopted. 

'We know it's going to take 
time to adopt out the grey¬ 
hounds, and our commit¬ 
ment is to make sure every 
greyhound that has raced 
at Southland finds its for¬ 
ever home," Wolf said in a 
statement. 

Gov. Asa Hutchinson said 
he was pleased South¬ 
land and the association 
reached a "mutually bene¬ 


ficial" agreement and ap¬ 
plauded the commission 
for approving the terms of 
the deal. 

Animal rights groups hailed 
Arkansas' decision, call¬ 
ing it another sign of grey¬ 
hound racing's decline 
across the country. 

"It's now clear that grey¬ 
hound racing willend com¬ 
pletely in the United States," 
GREY2K USA, a greyhound 
protection group, said in a 
statement. The Massachu¬ 
setts-based group said the 
debate over greyhound 
ra c ing will now turn to West 
Virginia, where lawmakers 
next year are expected 
to take up legislation that 
could end the practice in 
that state.□

TOKYO (AP) — Sapporo of- 
ficia Isa re thrilled with a pro¬ 
posal to move next year's 
Tokyo Olympic marathons 
to the northern Japanese 
city to avoid the summer 
heat in the city. 

That was not the case in To¬ 
kyo, where the reaction to 
the move seemed to catch 
city and organizing com¬ 
mittee officials by surprise. 
'We take this as an honor," 
Sapporo Mayor Katsuhiro 
Akimoto said. 

Sapporo, which hosted the 
1972 Winter Olympics, has 
expressed interest in bid¬ 
ding for the 2030 Winter 
Games, and this could be 
a first step. 

"I think this could pave the 
way for us," the mayor said. 
Tokyo Governor Yuriko 
Koike wasnotoverjoyed on 
Thursday. 

'We are very surprised to 
leam ofthissudden change 
of direction," she said, not¬ 
ing the effort that municipal 
governments had made to 
organize the race. 

Koike, however, sided with 
the International Olympic 
Committee's reasoning — 
that of athlete safety and 
avoiding Tokyo's blistering 
summer heat. 

'Of course, the athletes-first 
approach is extremely im¬ 
portant," she said. 

The IOC released the pro¬ 
posal on Wednesday to 
move the marathons and 
race walking to Sappo¬ 
ro. The change was an¬ 
nounced quickly, appar¬ 
ently with scant consulting 
with local organizers or 
government offic ia Is. 

The trigger was probably 
the recent world track 
championships in Doha, 
Qatar, where 28 of 68 start¬ 
ers failed to finish the wom¬ 
en's marathon and 18 of 73 
men failed to complete the 
course. The races were run 
at midnight in 38 degree C 
(100 degree F) heat. 
Ethiopian distance-running 
great Haile Gebrselassie 
said athletes "could have 
died" in the women's race. 
The marathons in Tokyo 
were to start at 6 a.m. to 
ease the heat effect on 
runners. The men's 50-kilo- 
meter race walk final was 
slated fora 5:30a.m. start. 
The IOC said a final deci¬ 


sion would be made after 
games inspectors visit To¬ 
kyo fora meeting on Oct. 
30-Nov. 1. 

Local organizing commit¬ 
tee president Toshiro Mori, 
however, said there is no 
choice but to accept the 
proposal, which he said 
sounded more like a de¬ 
cision when he received 
a call from IOC president 
ThomasBach last week. 
'Can we say no to the plan 
that the IOC and Interna¬ 
tional Association of Athlet¬ 
ics Federation already sup¬ 
ported?" Mori said. "It's not 
a question of good orbad, 
but we just have to accept 
it."

3-time Olympic cyc list Phinney announces his retirement

In many ways, Taylor Phin¬ 
ney wasbom to ride a bike. 
His father is Davis Phinney, 
an Olympic bronze med¬ 
alist who won two stages 
in the Tour de France and 
made major inroads for 
Americans in the European 
peloton. And his mother 
is Connie Carpenter-Phin- 
ney, who won gold at the 
1984 Los Angeles Games 
and twice medaled at the 


world championships. 

So it was no surprise when 
the brazen young riderwith 
the big engine won a world 
championship on the track 
in the individual pursuit, or 
when he made the obvi¬ 
ous move to road cycling. 
And when Phinney twice 
finished fourth — one spot 
off the medal stand — dur¬ 
ing the 2012 London Olym¬ 
pics, many wondered if he 
was still just scratching the 
surface of his potential. 


Phinney, who announced 
his impending retirement 
Wednesday, never quite 
lived up to the outlandish 
expectations some set for 
him. But he still had a wildly 
successful career, one that 
included 10 world champi¬ 
onship medals in a variety 
of disciplines and a stage 
win at the prestigious Giro 
d'Italia. "I'm grateful that 
people would like to see 
me do amazing things on 
a bicycle," Phinney said, 


"but the reality is, being 
touted as something, hav¬ 
ing talent or being told that 
you have talent — talent is 
nothing without work ethic, 
and work ethic comes from 
genuine passion for what 
you're doing." 

"If there's anything that I 
can take away from the 
sport of cycling it'sthat,"he 
continued, "it is you can be 
as talented as you want, 
but if you don'twake up ev¬ 
ery morning and you don't 


want that thing, it doesn't 
matter. The re's a lot of pow¬ 
er in recognizing that you 
don't have the genuine 
passion for the thing that 
you're doing anymore. And 
then having the courage 
to make that choice." 

The 29-year-old Phinney will 
ride one more time for his 
trade team, EF Education 
First, this weekend in Ja¬ 
pan.Then he will step away 
to pursue his other passion:

"Seriously, guys?" the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers coach 
said when asked if Ma¬ 
son Rudolph would be the 
quarterback after being 
cleared of the NFL's con¬ 
cussion protocol. 

It's a question that seemed 
preposterous six weeks 
ago. Of course, back then 
Ben Roethlisberger's right 
elbow was healthy, Ru¬ 
dolph was simply relieved 
to beat out J osh Dobbs for 
the right to serve as Roeth¬ 
lisberger's understudy and 
Devlin "Duck" Hodges was 
looking forwork after being 
cut at the end of training 
camp. 

How quickly things have 
changed. Roethlisbenger 
has been relegated to the 
highest-paid mentor in the 
league after undergoing 
season-ending surgery in 
late September. Rudolph's 
last appearance on the 
field ended with him be¬ 
ing knocked unconscious 
against Baltimore while 
Hodges — an undrafted 
rookie free agent — be¬ 
came the first champion 
duck caller from Alabama 
to win his first NFL start. 

Fora team that spent most 
of the offseason looking to 
avoid drama — much of it 
manufactured — after An¬ 
tonio Brown and Le'Veon 
Bell left in the offseason, it 
somehow has found them 
anyway. And yet the Steel¬ 


ers (2-4) have tried to stay 
upbeat even with a revolv¬ 
ing door undercenterand 
an offense that lacks the 
dynamic playmaking that 
once came so easily dur¬ 
ing the height of the "Killer 
B"era. 

"We're not in style point 
mode," Tomlin said. 'We're 
not even in personality 
mode.

Tomlin has preached dur¬ 
ing his 12-plus yea rs on the 
job. For his current group, 
it's a mantra the team has 
been forced to cling to 
for survival. Even though 


they're off to their worst 
start since 2013, the Steelers 
remain optimistic they can 
still be a factor in the AFC 
North. Yes, the first six weeks 
haven't gone according to 
plan — nowhere close, ac- 
tua lly — but they a re intent 
on focusing on the silver 
linings The defense is near 
the top of the NFL in sacks 
and turnovers Save for a 
30-point beatdown at New 
England in Week 1, they've 
been competitive regard¬ 
less of who is under center.

Practice is over and Bos¬ 
ton Celtics assistant coach 
Kara Lawson is still working. 
She stands under the bas¬ 
ket rebounding, giving 
feedback to rookie guard 
Carsen Edwards as he 
shoots from different spots 
on the court. After swishing 
his final three attempts, he 
jogsoverto her. 

'Thanks coach," Edwards 
says before exchanging a 
high-five with Lawson. 
Welcome to the new-look 
NBA, in which women are 
impacting every aspect of 
the game — from broad¬ 
casting booths, officiating, 
coaching on the sidelines, 
front-office executives to 
ownership. 

Lawson is one of a record 
11 women serving as as¬ 
sistant coaches in the NBA 
this season. Former WNBA 
starSwin Cash, along with 
Seattle Storm star Sue Bird, 
are working in NBA front of¬ 
fices. 

"It's not a fad," said Basket¬ 
ball Hall of Famer Nancy 
Lieberman. "It's opportu¬ 
nities going to very ac¬ 
complished women who 
have given their life to the 
game." 

While it may not be a fad, it 
isa recent trend. 

Lieberman remembers a 
time when the presence of 
women washard to spotor 
at best found only behind 
the scenes 

The 61-year-old — who has 
broken barriers as a play¬ 
er, a coach in the WNBA, 
head coach in NBA G 
League and assistant in the 
NBA — learned quickly that 
building relationships was 
key to erasing gender hur¬ 
dles and opening oppor¬ 
tunities in the league. That, 
along with an occasional 
assist from forward thinking 
men like formercoach Don 
Nelson, who in 2009 hired 
her as the head coach of 
the Texas Legends, the Dal- 
lasMavericks 1 G League af¬ 
filiate. 

Several have continued 
Nelson's vision, including 
San Antonio Spurs Gregg 
Popovich, who made 
Becky Hammon the NBA's 
first full-time assistant in 
2014; current Mavericks' 
coach Rick Carlisle hired 


Jenny Boucek as an as¬ 
sistant in 2017; and the 
Sacramento Kings hired 
three women as assistants 
(Lieberman, Boucek and 
Lindsay Harding). 

The BIG3, spearheaded by 
founder and entertainer 
Ice Cube, is helping to nor¬ 
malize the idea of women 
leading men, Lieberman 
said. 

"I remember Donnie did 
an interview and he said, 
'Maybe the best man for 
the job isn't a man at all.' 
He had a list of criteria he 
wanted to hit for his head 
coach. And I hit those," Li- 
eberman said. 

The women gamer respect 
from players for their ex¬ 
perience and basketball 
knowledge. 

Celticsguard Gordon Hay¬ 
ward said Lawson, a for¬ 
mer star at Tennessee and 
in the WNBA, has already 
made herpresence felt. 
'She's been good as far 
as just the experience she 
has as a basketball play¬ 
er," Hayward said. "Read¬ 
ing the game and kind of 
little thingsshe seescoach- 
ing on the sideline. Having 
somebody that well-versed 
in basketball, that experi¬ 
ence isgood." 

Wizards assistant Kristi Toli¬ 
ver helped the Washington 
Mystics win their first WNBA 
championship this month. 
Onthe sideline, Washington 
NBA All-Starsjohn Wall and 
Bradley Beal were wearing 
the Wiza rd a ssista nt's WN BA 
jersey and dancing from 
the stands. 

'The biggest thing I learned 
is to share your voice and 
what you've learned," To¬ 
liver said. "Doing that has 
helped me communicate 
with my guys" 

Toliver is in a unique salary 
situation since she coaches 
forthe Wizardsand playsfor 
the Mystics — both owned 
by same franchise. She was 
only paid about $10,000 
with the Wizards last year 
because of WNBA salary 
cap rules. WNBA teams 
can only pay all their play¬ 
ers a combined $50,000 in 
the offseason to supple¬ 
ment pay and Washington 
only had $10,000 left to pay 
Toliver. There are no such 
hiccups in New Orleans, 
where Pelicansguard Frank 


Jackson said he always 
expected to benefit from 
Cash, a senior executive, 
a nd Na ismith Ha II of Fa mer 
Teresa Weatherspoon, who 
wasrecently hired asan as¬ 
sistant this sea son. 

Cash won two NCAA titles 
atConnecticut in 2000and 
2002 and finished her 15- 
year WNBA career at the 
New York Liberty, where 
she became an execu¬ 
tive. Weatherspoon won 
an NCAA title at Louisi¬ 
ana Tech in 1988 and was 
the demanding star point 
guard in the first seven sea¬ 
sons for Liberty from 1997- 
2003. She spent the last five 
yearsasthe Liberty director 
of playerdevelopment. 
'They were bailers," Jack- 
son said. 'They were good 
attheircraftand I've taken 
a lot from both of them. ... 
I've always had open eyes 
and open ears to anyone 
who plays this game." 

The 21-year-old Jackson 
knows of the women's tal¬ 
ents because he has wit¬ 
nessed them firstha nd. And 
he is not alone. The WNBA 
has been around since 
most players were teenag¬ 
ers or younger, starting its 
first season in 1997. 

"As the years go on, they're 
going to get more and 
more recognition," said 
Jackson, in his third year 
out of Duke.

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Netflix heads into showdown with slowing subsc Hbergiowth

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Netflix's subscriber growth 
is bogging down even 
before the leading video 
streaming service confronts 
high-powered threats from 
Apple and Walt Disney Co. 
The latest sign of the chal- 
lengesthe company is fac¬ 
ing emerged Wednesday 
with the release of its third- 
quarter results. The num¬ 
bers provided further evi¬ 
dence that Netflix's salad 
days may be over, particu¬ 
larly in the U.S., where most 
households that want its 
12-year-old streaming ser¬ 
vice already have it. 

Netflix added 6.8 million 
subscribers worldwide from 
July through September, 
below the 7 million custom¬ 
ers forecast by the Los Ga¬ 
tos, California, company. 
J ust 520,000 of those sub¬ 
scribers were picked up in 
the U.S., below the 800,000 
that management antici¬ 
pated. The shortfall came 
after Netflix lost 123,000 
subscribers in the U.S. dur¬ 
ing the April-June period, 
marking its first contraction 
in eight years. 

The latest miss on U.S. sub¬ 
scriber growth "spells trou¬ 
ble forthe company a head 
of heightened competi¬ 
tion," said eMarketer ana¬ 
lyst Eric Haggstrom. 'The 


fourth quarter represents a 
completely new ballgame 
for Netflix." 

Uncertainty about Netflix's 
future growth is the main 
reason the company's 
stock had dropped by 
about 30% below its peak 
price of $423.21 reached 16 
months a go. Netflix's shares 
surged 10% in extended 
trading Wednesday, ap¬ 
parently because some in¬ 
vestors had been bracing 
foran even biggerletdown 
in the third quarter. 

Netflix said it expects to 
add another 7.6 million 


worldwide subscribers dur¬ 
ing the final three months 
of the year, down from 
8.8 million during the same 
period last year in an ac¬ 
knowledgment of the fierc - 
ercompetition. 

'The launch of these new 
services will be noisy," Net¬ 
flix advised in its third-quar¬ 
ter letter to shareholders 
'There may be some mod¬ 
est headwind to our near- 
term growth, and we have 
tried to factor that into our 
guidance." 

The big question now is 
whether some of Netflix's 


existing subscribers will de¬ 
cide to cancel its service 
and defect to cheaper al¬ 
ternatives that Apple and 
Disney will la unc h within the 
next month. 

Apple is charging only $5 
permonth for its service, set 
for a Nov. 1 debut, while 
Disney is selling a service 
featuring its vast library 
of treasured films and TV 
shows for just $7 permonth 
beginning Nov. 12. Netflix's 
most popular plan in the 
U.S. costs$13 permonth. 
Netflix is counting on the 
unique lineup of award¬ 


winning TV shows and mov¬ 
ies that it has amass since 
expanding into original 
programming sixyearsago 
to help it retain itscompeti- 
tive edge and attract more 
subscribers. 

It has taken advantage 
of its head start in video 
streaming to track the 
viewing interests 158 mil¬ 
lion subscribers around the 
world, giving it valuable 
insights into the kind of pro¬ 
gramming that is most likely 
to appeal to wide swaths 
of itsaudience. 

That knowledge, in theory, 
will help Netflix and choose 
which TV shows and mov¬ 
ies to back in the future 
as it bids for programming 
against the likes of Apple, 
Disney and existing rivals 
such asAmazon and AT&Ts 
HBO. 

Even if Netflix keeps pick¬ 
ing winners, some budget¬ 
conscious subscribers may 
be tempted to abandon 
its service and be content 
with the entertainment op- 
tionsbeing dangling byAp- 
ple and Disney. 

Netflix CEO Reed Hastings 
acknowledged Wednes¬ 
day that a U.S. price in¬ 
crease imposed earlier this 
year is causing some cur¬ 
rent subscribers to cancel 
the service and perhaps 
causing some prospective 
customers to shyaway.Q

Those charges 
are surfacing again ahead 
of the 2020 election, with 
Democratic candidates 
Joe Biden and Sen. Eliza¬ 
beth Warren demanding 
that Facebook remove 
Trump campaign ads that 
ma ke fa Ise c la ims. 

After Facebook refused 
to remove the ad say¬ 
ing that it's not a political 
gatekeeper, Warren paid 
fora fake political ad that 
claimed Zuckerberg and 
Facebook have endorsed 
President Donald Trump. 
The ad states in the next 
sentence that it's not true. 
Pressure on the social me¬ 
dia platform is escalating 
as the 2020 general elec¬ 
tion approaches. 


Biden said that he'd be 
open to breaking up Face- 
book. Sen. Kama la Harris 
of California has said she's 
would consider new con¬ 
trols on the tech giant. 
Facebook faces the risk of 
more accusations of po¬ 
litical bias by blocking or 
suspending accounts, but 
also of creating a toxic on¬ 
line environment by doing 
nothing to remove bogus 
political adsand groups.

Credit cards are daily pay¬ 
ment tools for many Ameri¬ 
cans, but yours probably 
also has unintended tacti¬ 
cal uses you neverthought 
of, such as slicing open 
birthday card envelopes 
your g ra nd pa rents send. 

Of course, credit cards of- 
ferconvenience,and some 
also feature perks such as 
an interest-free period or 
rewards, the points or miles 
earned on spending. And if 
you pay your bill diligently 

— in full and on time each 
month — credit cards help 
build your credit rating. 

But that's the usual stuff. 
Many credit card accounts 

— and the cards them¬ 
selves — can be used in 
strategic and sometimes 
surprising ways to improve 
your life. 

— LOCK IT DOWN. Most 
major card issuers have 
implemented "card lock"or 
'freeze." It lets you turn your 
card off or on using the is¬ 
suer's website or app. You 
use locks to head off fraud 
when you misplace a card, 
for example. But you can 
turn the spigot off and on 
for other reasons, like curb¬ 
ing impulse spending or 
cutting off authorized users 
And you might as well lock 
cards you rarely use in case 
the numbers are compro¬ 
mised. Note that some uses 
of this feature don't work 
well with American Express 

— its card freezes expire in 
a week. 

— USE "AUTO PAY' AND 
"EVERYDAY." If you have 


multiple credit cards, des 
ignate one as an autopay 
card and use itforrecurring 
payments. Carry a different 
card that's "in the wild," for 
everyday spending, wheth¬ 
er in person or online.

Issuers with many card op¬ 
tions may let you switch to 
a no-fee card and main¬ 
tain your credit line and 
credit history. That way, you 
ditch the annual fee with¬ 
out harming yourcredit. 

— PLAY THE GIFT-CARD 
SHUFFLE Credit card re¬ 
wards for specific types 
of spending are typically 
based on where you make 
the purchase, notwhatyou 
buy. So if your credit card 
gives you outsize rewards 
for supermarket shopping, 
for example, you can buy 
gift cards for restaurants, 
retailers or home-improve¬ 
ment stores while you're in 
the grocery aisles. Excep¬ 
tions may apply — for ex¬ 


ample, the supermarket 
may not allow you to buy 
gift cards with a credit 
card. 

— OPTIMIZE THE GRACE 
PERIOD. If you always pay 
your credit card balance 
in full but have a big pur¬ 
chase that will take weeks 
to pay off, consider timing 
it just right to maximize your 
grace period.

CSX's profit declined 4% in 
the third quarter, but tight 
cost controls helped the 
railroad weather a 5% de¬ 
cline in volume. 

The Jacksonville, Flori¬ 
da, based railroad said 
it earned $856 million, or 
$1.08 per share, during the 
quarter. That was down 
from last year's $894 mil¬ 
lion, or $1.05 pershare.The 
results topped Wall Street 
expectations. The analysts 
surveyed by Scks Invest¬ 
ment Research expected 
CSX to report earnings of 
$1.01 pershare.

Fake cobwebs and some 
other spooky, outdoor Hal¬ 
loween decorations meant 
as harmless fun can do real 
damage to wildlife. 
Halloween spending has 
skyrocketed in recent 
years, and the National 
Retail Federation says 
Americans are expected 
to spend $2.7 billion on Hal¬ 
loween decorations this 
year. 

Wildlife organizations say 
they also have seen an 
increase in animal visits to 
local rehabilitation centers 
for injuries related to the 
outdoor holiday decora¬ 
tions. 

'The fake cobwebs are of 
particular concern," said 


Lisa Bloch, directorof com¬ 
munications for the Marin 
Humane in Novato, Cali¬ 
fornia. When they're strung 
across bushes and trees, 
"wildlife can easily get 
stuck in these webs." 

The fake webs can trap 
animals, said Alison Her- 
mance ofWildCare, a non¬ 
profit wildlife hospital and 
nature education center in 
San Rafael, California. Birds 
caught in them can dam¬ 
age theirwingsand claws. 
Chipmunks and other low- 
to the-ground rodents can 
also get caught and dam¬ 
age their paws. 

If you observe an animal in 
trouble, always call a wild¬ 
life center before interven¬ 
ing, Bloch said.Q

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 

— Dozens of environmental 
groups and scientists have 
asked U.S. wildlife manag¬ 
ers to rethink how they plan 
to ensure the survival of 
M exic a n g ra y wo Ives in the 
Southwest. 

Following a loss in federal 
court last year, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
is crafting a new rule to 
guide management of the 
endangered predators in 
New Mexico and Arizona. 

In a letter Wednesday to 
U.S. Interior Secretary Da¬ 
vid Bernhardt and federal 
wildlife managers, the co¬ 
alition said the rule should 
be based on "an entirely 
new approach" that incor¬ 
porates the best science 
while acknowledging the 
recovery effort's past short¬ 
comings. 

"Please do not keep go¬ 
ing in the same fruitless di¬ 
rection that has not even 
met your own metrics, but 
instead chart a new path 
that will actually recover 
the Mexican gray wo If,"the 
letter states 


The Fish and Wildlife Service 
said Thursday it is using the 
best available science to 
crafta planforthe wolfthat 
can be accommodated 
within the species' historical 
range in the Southwest and 
in Mexico. 

The agency isundera court 
mandate to revise the wolf 
management rule by May 


2021. Officials say they 
plan to meetthatdeadline 
while seeking peer review 
and public comment. 

'We remain committed to 
our goal of working with 
partners to address the 
threats facing Mexican 
wolves and ensure the re¬ 
covery of the subspecies," 
Brady McGee, the Mexi¬ 


can wolf recovery coordi¬ 
nator, told The Associated 
Press in an email. 

The rarest subspecies of 
gray wolf in North Ameri¬ 
ca, Mexican wolves have 
struggled to gain ground 
since the first release in 1998 
because of poaching, poli¬ 
tics, legal challenges and 
even complications from a 


lack of genetic diversity. 
Mexican wolves are in a 
more precarious position 
than other gray wolves in 
the U.S. because of their 
limited numbers. The most 
recent survey showed there 
were at least 131 in the wild 
in the southern mountain 
ranges of New Mexico and 
Arizona. 

There are an estimated 30 
wolves in the wild in Mexi¬ 
co. 

The population is still far 
from where biologists had 
initially envisioned by now. 
In their latest plea, environ¬ 
mentalists and professors 
from around the U.S. con¬ 
tinue to call forthe release 
of more captive wolf fa mi- 
lies to boost the wild popu¬ 
lation and its genetic diver¬ 
sity. They also complained 
about removals of wolves 
from the wild, saying more 
can be done by manag¬ 
ers and ranchers to ensure 
protection of livestock. 

The coalition also has con¬ 
cerns about limiting the 
physical boundaries of the 
recovery program, saying 
wolves should not be re¬ 
moved if they roa m fa rther 
north.Q

Scientists say fossils found in 
Morocco suggest the prac¬ 
tice of forming orderly lines 
may date back 480 million 
years and could have had 
evolutionary advantages 
Their study, published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Scientific 
Reports, describes groups 
of blind trilobites — known 
as Ampyx — all facing in 
the same direction, ap¬ 
parently maintaining con- 
tactvia theirlong rearward 


spines. 

The researchers from 
France, Switzerland and 
Morocco analyzed the fos¬ 
sils and concluded that the 
tiny trilobites, which look 
similar to modem horse¬ 
shoe crabs, probably inten¬ 
tionally formed a queue as 
they swarmed along the 
prehistoric sea floor. 

'Given the scale of the pat¬ 
terns seen, this consistent 
linearity and directionality 
is unlikely to be the result 
of passive transportation or 
accumulation by currents," 
they said. 


J ean Vannier, a researcher 
at the University of Lyon, 
France, who co-authored 
the study, said possible rea¬ 
sons for this group behav¬ 
ior include environmental 
stresses or reproduction. 
Similar behavior is also 
found in modem-day mem- 
bersofthe extended family 
of arthropods that trilobites 
belonged to, such as cat¬ 
erpillars, ants and lobsters, 
who band togetherforpro- 
tection orto find mates, 
living and moving in 
groups seems to have rap¬ 
idly represented an evolu¬ 


tionary advantage among 
ancient animals," Vannier 
said. 

Lucy McCobb, a paleon¬ 
tologist at the National 
Museum Wales who wasn't 
involved in the study, said 
that while similar 'conga 
lines' of fossilized Ampyx 
have been reported be¬ 
fore, the researchers be¬ 
hind the study had built "a 
very strong case forthe in¬ 
tentional lining up of the tri¬ 
lobites in response to some 
cue." 

'These fossils give us a won¬ 
derfully vivid glimpse into 


the lives of these very an¬ 
cient but clearly sophisti¬ 
cated creatures,"she said. 
Vannier said the findings 
support the idea that col¬ 
lective behavior like form¬ 
ing lines emerged around 
the same time or shortly af¬ 
ter animals first developed 
sophisticated nervous sys¬ 
tems and sensory organs 
He and fellow research¬ 
ers said re-examining 520 
million-year-old fossils of 
shrimp-like creatures found 
in China could offer evi¬ 
dence that such behavior 
began even earlierO

Ihe revamped MoMA, a 
third bigger than the old

While iconic works by the 
likes of Monet, Van Gogh, 
Picasso and Pollock re¬ 
main dependably on view, 
visitors are invited to see 
them in a new light, now 
displayed side by side with 
less fa miliar works by wom¬ 
en and minorities, and art¬ 
ists from places like Africa, 
South America and Asia. 
Ihe goal is to rethink the 
fa miliar and make Modern¬ 
ism feel fresh and challeng¬ 
ing again. 

"Sometimes even small 
juxtapositions can have 
a big impact," says Jodi 
Hauptmann, senior curator 
of drawings and prints at 


MoMA. 'On the fifth floor, 
for example, Van Gogh's 
'The Starry Night' is now 
shown in the same gallery 
asa collection of ceramics 
made at the same time by 
George Ohr, of Biloxi, Missis¬ 
sippi. It's interesting to see 
those thingstogether." 


Picasso's 1907 "Les Dem¬ 
oiselles d'Avignon" now 
shares gallery space with 
a 1967 painting by Afri¬ 
can-American artist Faith 
Ringgold featuring an in¬ 
terracial gunfight. Seeing 
the two works together

In some of the galleries, 
sculpture, painting, design, 
architecture, photography 
and film are all featured to¬ 
gether.

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'Jojo Rabbit seeks humor in the darkest of places

'Oh good, another Hit¬ 
ler comedy! It's been too 
long,"said no studio devel¬ 
opment executive, ever. 
Butof course, absurd asthe 
idea may seem, some at- 
temptsto wring humorfrom 
the horrors of Nazi Germa¬ 
ny have stood the test of 
time: Charlie Chaplin's 'The 
Great Dictator," Ernst Lu- 
bitsch's'To Be orNotTo Be," 
Mel Brooks' 'The Producers," 


and Roberto Benigni's "Life 
Is Beautiful, "to name a few. 
Now comes the boldly, 
unabashedly quirky 'Jojo 
Rabbit" by New Zealand 
director Taika Waititi, who 
attempts this fiendishly dif¬ 
ficult balancing act at a 
time when Nazi jokes seem 
even more potent and 
dangerous than a few de- 
cadesago. 

And that is precisely the 
point, Waititi says: Now, 
especially now, is the time

to remind youngergenera- 
tions of what happened 
more than 70 years ago. 
And what better tool, as 
Brooks has posited, than 
humor? That's his argu¬ 
ment, anyway. 

Whether you agree or not 
— and indeed, many may 
not — it helps to know 
where the director is com¬ 
ing from, personally. He is 
both Jewish, through his 
mother,and Maori,through 
his father. He has spoken 
of experiencing prejudice 
as a child, and says he's 
always been interested 
in stories told through the 
eyes of children. 
That'sexactly what he does 
in 'Jojo Rabbit," which, 
though it features high- 
profile names like Scar¬ 
lett Johansson and Sam 
Rockwell, is anchored by a 
hugely sympathetic young 
actor, Roman Griffin Davis, 
as a 10-year-old boy trying 
to be the very best Nazi he 
can. 

It's hard to believe this is 
young Roman's film debut; 
he managesto exude both 
a youthful whimsy and a 
sense of aplomb that be¬ 
lies his age. It's a Iso hard to 
imagine the film succeed¬ 
ing without such a sensitive 
and winning performance 
at itscore. 

We meet J ojo toward the 
end of the war, in the fic¬ 
tional town of Falkenheim. 
(The film is based on the 
2004 novel 'Gaging Skies," 


by Christine Leunen.) He 
lives with his mother, Rosie 
(J ohansson), a spunky and 
radiant free spirit with, we 
will leam, a majorsecret. 
But really, Jojo lives with Ad¬ 
olf Hitler. 

Yes, Hitler's his imaginary 
friend, sort of his Nazi life 
coach, asthe young boy 
preparesto don hisuniform 
and join thej ungvolkofthe 
Hitler Youth, where young¬ 
sters are indoctrinated into 
the cause. Hitler is played 
here by Waititi himself as 
more of a benignly goofy, 
gangly misfit than, well, 
the real thing. (He says he 
wasn't his own first choice 
for the role; actors weren't 
clamoring to be Hitler.) 

At training camp, Jojo's 
commander is the pre¬ 
posterously thickheaded 
Captain Klenzendorf (a 
predictably amusing Rock¬ 
well, who knowsfrom thick¬ 
headed characters), aid¬ 
ed by his equally misguid¬ 
ed assistants, Finkel and 
Fraulein Rahm. The latter is 
played by Rebel Wilson, as 
intentionally incongruous in 
a World War II film as you'd 
imagine. "I've had 18 kids 
for Germany," she declares 
to the young giris, who are 
expected to do the same. 
Jojo is ordered to demon¬ 
strate his Nazi credentials 
by wringing the neck of a 
rabbit. He can't bring him¬ 
self to kill the poor thing, 
and runs away into the for¬ 
est, humiliated. 


He tries to redeem himself, 
but soon he'll face an even 
more shocking challenge. 
In a closet, he discovers 
that his own mother has 
been secretly harboring his 
worst enemy, the villain he's 
been taught to despise 
above all others: the Jew. 
Only thisone's name is Elsa, 
and she's young and beau¬ 
tiful. And he can't find her 
horns, or any signs of evil 
powers. 

J ojo's first instinct is to a lert 
the Nazis a bout Elsa (Ihom- 
asin McKenzie, the lovely 
New Zealand actress who 
recalls a young Nicole Kid¬ 
man). But he soon realizes 
he and his mother would 
likely be killed, too. And so 
he slowly gets to know her. 
Where does the Queen 
Jew lay her eggs, he asks? 
Do you live in caves? Some¬ 
times, she allows, 'We hang 
from the ceiling." Gradual¬ 
ly, the two become closer. 
Elsa triesto getj ojo to real¬ 
ize he's not really a Nazi — 
just a 10 year-old "who likes 
dressing up in a funny uni¬ 
form and wants to be part 
ofa club." 

A tragedy late in the film 
will severely test the deep¬ 
ening relationship between 
the two. But the war will 
eventually end, with drastic 
implications for every char¬ 
acter. "It's definitely not a 
good time to be a Nazi," 
notes J ojo's young buddy 
Yorki drily, as the regime

NEWYORK(AP) — There's a 
debate a bout the truth be¬ 
hind Lizzo's'Truth Hurts." 
Lizzo's breakthrough tune, 
which spent six weeks on 
top of Billboard's Hot 100 
chart this year, features the 
signature line: "I just took a 
DNA test, turns out I'm 100 
percent that bitch." The 
lyric originated from a 2017 
tweet by singer Mina Lion¬ 
ess and was turned into a 
popular meme, which was 
then used in Lizzo's song 
"Healthy,"created in 2017. 
The songwriting brothers 
J ustin and J eremiah Ra isen, 
who worked on "Healthy," 
claim say they deserve writ¬ 
ing credit on 'Truth Hurts" 
since the song borrows 
from "Healthy," a tune they 
co-wrote. 

"We were never contact¬ 
ed about being credited 
for the use of the parts of 
"Healthy" (melody, lyrics, 
and chords) that appear 
in 'Truth Hurts,"J ustin Raisen 
wrote Tuesday on Insta- 
gram , explaining that they 
worked on "Healthy" in April 
2017. 

The songwriters credited 
on 'Truth Hurts" are Lizzo, 
Ricky Reed, Tele and Jes¬ 
se Saint John. 'Truth Hurts" 
was originally released in 
September 2017 but got a

boost this year after it was 
featured in the Netflix film 
"Someone Great," released 
on April 19, the same day 
Lizzo dropped her album, 
"Cuzl Love You." 

?Truth Hurts" wasn't original¬ 
ly featured on the 11-track 
"Cuz I Love You," but her 
record label added it to 
the deluxe version of the 
album, released on May 3. 
"After reaching out to Ricky 
Reed and Lizzo's team 


about fixing it, we put the 
song in dispute in 2017 
when it came out," Justin 
Raisen continued on Insta- 
gram. 'We've tried to sort 
this out quietly for the last 
two years, only asking for 
5% each but were shut¬ 
down every time." 

But Lizzo's lawyer said in a 
statement that'The Raise ns 
are not writers of" Lizzo's in¬ 
ternational hit. 

'They did not collaborate 


with Lizzo or anyone else to 
create this song, and they 
did not help write any of 
the material that they now 
seek to profit from, which 
is why they expressly re¬ 
nounced any claim to the 
work, in writing, months 
ago,"Cynthia Arato said in 
a statement Wednesday. 
"Although it has become 
all too commonplace for 
successful artists to be sub¬ 
jected to these type of op¬ 


portunistic claims, it is nev- 
erthelessdisappointing that 
after all of her hard work, 
Lizzo has to respond to this 
specious claim." 

The New York Times report¬ 
ed thatthe Raisensrescind¬ 
ed an earlier claim over 
'Truth Hurts" through their 
publisher, Kobalt. 

Outside of the all-genre 
Hot 100 chart, 'Truth Hurts" 
spent seven weeks at No. 
1 on both the Hot R&B/ 
Hip-Hop songsand Hot rap 
songs chart, respectively. It 
was submitted for the 2020 
Grammys in categories like 
song and record of the 
year — where songwriters 
and producers also earn 
nominations; the Recording 
Academy will announce its 
nomineeson Nov. 20. 

'The last thing we want to 
do is throw any negativity 
toward Lizzo's momentum 
and movement as a cul¬ 
tural figure. If we believe 
in what she's preaching, 
believing in ourselves & our 
own vo ices is something we 
thought she'd understand," 
J ustin Raisen wrote. 

Lizzo is currently selling T- 
shirts on her website that 
read "100% that bitch " — 
the line created by Lion¬ 
ess (She didn't immediately 
reply to an email from The 
Associated Press seeking

'YourHouse Will Pay: a Nov¬ 
el," Ecco, by Steph Cha 
The "house" in Steph Cha's 
riveting first stand-alone 
novel references many 
typesof houses. There is the 
home in which you live, but 
house also refers to where 
you work, your friends and 
prisons, both physical and 
emotiona I, those thingsthat 
bind people and that we 
call home. This house mo¬ 
tif — and its myriad mean¬ 
ings — effectively moves 
throughout Cha's engross¬ 
ing story about race, re¬ 
demption and forgiveness 
'Your House Will Pay" a Iso is 
an emotional look at fami¬ 
lies and how trauma and 
violence can reverberate 
for generations, causing 
one character to worry 


about "how easily kids ab¬ 
sorbed the spilled poison of 
the grown-up world." 

History uncomfortably re¬ 
peats itself in the story. 
Grace Park, a 27-year-old 
pharmacist, attendsa rally 
protesting the Los Angeles 
police shooting of a black 
teenagerjoining her sister, 
Miriam. She is estranged 
from their Korean immi¬ 
grant parents with whom 
Grace still lives. Grace's 
life consists of work in the 
family pharmacy and go¬ 
ing home to her parents 
who are unresponsive to 
heroutrage atthe shooting 
and who refuse to discuss 
why they and Miriam won't 
talk. Miriam also won't dis¬ 
cuss their pa rents, only say¬ 
ing that their mother is "not 
a good person." 


The current shooting 
echoes a 1991 shooting 
in which black teenager 
Ava Matthews was killed 
by a Korean liquor store 
manager. The shopkeeper 
disappeared after being 
convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter for killing the 
unarmed girl. The shop¬ 
keepers sentence waspro- 
bation, community service 
and a $500fine. 

Ava's death nearly de¬ 
stroyed her younger broth¬ 
er, Shawn, who joined a 
gang and spent a few 
years in prison. But Shawn 
turned his life around, has 
settled down with a steady 
job, a girlfriend and her 
daughter, and has been a 
surrogate dad to the family 
of his cousin, Ray, who has 
been in jail for 10 years. But

NEW YORK <AP) — As he 

worked on early drafts of 
'The Catcher in the Rye," 
a novel which proved 
both scandalous and life¬ 
changing, J .D. Salinger 
considered adding hisgen- 
eration's idea of a trigger 
alert. 

"I think there's going to be 
a lot of swearing and sexy 
stuff in this book," warns 
narrator Holden Caulfield, 
in a paragraph on page 
18 of Salinger's manuscript, 
part of an upcoming ex¬ 
hibition at the New York 
Public Library. "I can't help 
it. You'll probably think I'm 
a very dirty guy and that I 
come from a terrible family 
and all." 

'The trouble is," Holden 
adds, "everybody swears 
all the time. And every¬ 
body's pretty sexy." 

Salinger apparently 

changed his mind. He drew 
a large X through the pas¬ 
sage and wrote "delete" 
in the margins Starting in 
1951, when the book was 
published, millions of read- 
erswould discoverthe truth 
for themselves 
The library exhibit, titled '] D 
Salinger," opens Friday and 
runs through J an. 19 at the 
historic 5th Avenue branch 
in Manhattan. It continues 
a surprisingly eventful cen¬ 
tennial for Salinger, who 
died in 2010 and avoided 
publicity for much of his 
writing life. His literary es¬ 
tate approved new print 
editions for the first time in 
decades of the four books 


he allowed to come out in 
his lifetime — 'The Catcher 
in the Rye," "Franny and 
Zboey," "Nine Stories" and 
"Raise High the Roof Beam, 
Carpenters and Seymoun 
An Introduction." And for 
the first time ever, the liter- 
ary estate authorized e- 
book editions. 

Salinger's estate isoverseen 
in part by his son, Matt Sa¬ 
linger, who has also said 
that readers will, at some 
point, see the books his 
father worked on after 
he stopped publishing in 
the 1960s. In announcing 
the exhibit last week, the 
younger Salinger cited the 
public's lasting curiosity. 
"When my fathers long¬ 
time publisher, Little, Brown 
and Company, first ap¬ 


proached me with plans 
for his centennial year my 
immediate reaction was 
that he would not like the 
attention," Matt Salinger 
wrote. "He was a famously 
private man who shared 
his work with millions, but 
his life and non-published 
thoughts with less than a 
handful of people, includ¬ 
ing me. But I've learned 
that while he may have 
only fathered two children 
there are a great, great 
many readers out there 
who have their own rather 
profound relationships with 
him, through his work, and 
who have long wanted an 
opportunity to get to know 
him better." 

Drawing upon archives 
made available by Matt 
Salinger, the exhibit is not 
the tell-all that some fans 
might have wanted. There 
are no unreleased novels 
orstories, and no imagesof 
Salinger's widow, Colleen 
Salinger, or of the mother 
of Salinger's two children, 
Claire Douglas. His affair 
in the early 1970s with au¬ 
thor Joyce Maynard, a 
college student when he 
befriended her, is not men¬ 
tioned. But the library does 
offer an eclectic, revela¬ 
tory and sometimes quirky 
range of materials, from a 
Royal manual typewriter 
to a bowl Salinger made 
as a boy to videocassettes 
of Marx Brothers comedies 
and other films he liked to 


watch. A bookcase from 
his bedroom includes 'The 
Oxford Book of Detective 
Stories,"a collection of Rob¬ 
ert Browning poems and 
three volumes on "Zen and 
the Zen Classics," reflect¬ 
ing his immersion in Eastern 
religion and philosophy. 
Letters to his literary repre¬ 
sentatives document his 
immersion in the publishing 
process, from sales and roy- 
altiesto the coverdesign of 
paperbacks. 

Declan Kiely, the library'sdi- 
rectorof special collections 
and exhibitions, said that 
the materials on display 
demonstrated Salinger's 
"meticulousness, possibly 
bordering on the obses¬ 
sive," although "obsessive in 
a good way." 

'You have to be obses¬ 
sive to produce a body of 
work, to be true to yourart," 


Kelly said. "It (the exhibit) 
reveals Salinger the man — 
in terms of simple hobbies, 
the modesty, the quotidian 
aspects of his life. There's 
nothing fancy or frilly about 
Salinger." 

Salingers career as an au¬ 
thor is captured through 
clippings of his early sto¬ 
ries, manuscripts, copies of 
his books and letters to his 
publishers. A working draft 
of "Franny and Zboey" was 
titled "Ivanoff the Terrible, 
subtitled, "An Ontologi¬ 
cal Comic Drama With a 
Little Morning Music," and 
included an opening sec¬ 
tion which apparently re¬ 
fers to his years as a coun¬ 
ter-intelligence officer in 
Europe during World War 
II. (Salinger fans had long 
wondered whether "Iva¬ 
noff" was a separate, unre¬ 
leased book). 

"Early in the Normandy 
campaign, we were issued 
little olive-drab crystal balls 
to help pass the time in the 
foxholes," Salinger writes, 
a reference to the D-Day 
invasion, when he was 
among those landing on 
Utah Beach. "Mine came 
with a rather ominous look¬ 
ing crack in it, but I see a 
few things, I see a few 
things..." 

The one-room library exhibit 
tracks Salinger's life. There 
are childhood photosand 
imagesfrom his military ser¬ 
vice, many highlighting his 
dark eyes, extended jaw 
and the hint of a Holden- 
like smirk. Pictures from the 
1960s and 1970s with his 
children, Matt and Marga¬ 
ret, capture Salingerin mid¬ 
dle age, in rural Cornish, 
New Hampshire. □
